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WORLD COCOA BEAN PRODUCTION TO EXCEED CONSUMPTION RETR 


SUMMARY 


World cocoa bean production for the 1985/86 crop year is now forecast at 
1.88 million tons, 3 percent below the record 1984/85 outturn, but still 
greater than global consumption needs. Nigeria, the Ivory Coast, Ecuador, 
Cameroon, and Brazil are expecting smaller crops this season, while 
increases are forecast for Malaysia, Ghana, and Indonesia. 


World cocoa bean grindings in 1985 rose to an all-time high, boosted by 
record processing by West Germany, the Netherlands, and the Soviet Union. 
Several producing countries also had higher grindings, with Brazil, 
Ecuador, and the Ivory Coast showing increases, as a result of abundant 
supplies from their bumper 1984/85 harvests. If estimates of world 
production and consumption are realized, global stocks will increase by 
61,000 tons, following a 131,000-ton expansion last year. 


Reflecting the record 1984/85 harvest, cocoa bean prices exhibited a 
bearish trend throughout much of 1985, averaging nearly 99 cents per pound 
($2,172/ton), compared with $1.06 per pound ($2,342/ton) a year earlier. 
With another surplus year in the offing, prices during the early months of 
1986 have been trending lower. A moderate increase in cocoa usage is 
currently forecast for 1986, but it is not clear at this point what effect 
falling petroleum prices and varing exchange rates will have on consumption 
and prices. It is estimated that world carryover stocks at the close of 
the 1985/86 season will approximate a 3.5-month supply. 


A negotiating conference to conclude a new International Cocoa Agreement 
(ICCA) was recently held in Geneva. The meeting failed to develop new 
economic provisions for an ICCA and appeared to be doomed to failure when 
the Ivory Coast announced that it would not become a member. After two 
allotted extensions, the ICCA is scheduled to expire on September 30, 1986, 
and no further extensions are allowed under current rules. Thus, the 
liquidation of the 100,000-ton buffer stock may become a reality later this 
year, and could cause cocoa prices to fall sharply. Talks to develop an 
"administrative agreement" without price support features, are to be 
considered, which would envision maintaining the London ICCA office for the 
collection and exchange of cocoa statistical information.

MAJOR PRODUCERS 


Ivory Coast production is forecast to be below the record 1984/85 outturn 
of 552,000 tons. Following an exceptionally wet September-November period, 
very dry weather was experienced during December and January, which could 
adversely affect the 1986 mid crop development. 


The Government reports that there were nearly 1.4 million hectares in cocoa 
during the 1982/83 season, of which 953,000 hectares were harvested. The 
principal producing areas are the Departments of Daloa, Divo, Sassandra, 
Gagnoa, Bouafle, Dimbrokro, and Abidjan. Expansion has been especially 
rapid in the southwest, notably in Sassandra, where production has 
increased fran only 2,500 tons in 1974/75 to nearly 42,000 tons a decade 
later. The peak harvest period for cocoa in the Ivory Coast is from 
October through February, usually reaching its zenith in December. 


Ghana's production is staging a strong comeback this season with output 
expected to reach 200,000 tons. Good weather, higher producer prices, and 
improved cultural practices by growers are contributing to the reversal of 
the decline in Ghanaian production. The improved supply of food crops has 
also made it less attractive for farmers to neglect their cocoa in favor of 
producing and marketing these commodities. Although production is up this 
season, the harvest still remains at only one-half of the level of a decade 


ago 


Nigerian production is proving to be very disappointing, with the harvest 
expected to be down about 30 percent from a year earlier. Unfavorable 
weather and adverse economic conditions are contributing to the lower 
crop. Significant quantities of cocoa were marketed through Benin last 
season, which accounts for the upward revision in the estimate for 1984/85 
to 165,000 tons. 


Brazilian harvesting is progressing satisfactorily with production forecast 
to reach 395,000 tons, the second largest crop on record. The 1985/86 
Bahia main crop is expected to come in under the record 3.24 million bags 
(194,645 tons) of last season, but the 1986 temporao crop is forecast to 
approximate the bumper 1985 tenporao outturn of 3.13 million bags (187,555 
tons). Unless weather conditions are unfavorable, the temporao harvest 
usually yields greater output than the main crop. The 1984 temporao crop 
was severely affected by dry weather, thus greatly reducing its output well 
below the 1983/84 main crop. 


Ecuador's production for 1984/85 and 1985/86 has been revised upward from 
earlier estimates. The 1984/85 production approximated a record 128,000 
tons and that shipments during the early months of the 1985/86 season are 
also running at high levels. 


Production in Malaysia has been revised downward from previous projections 
because of unfavorable growing conditions and losses from the cocoa pod 
borer. The cocoa moth (cocoa pod borer) is the most serious insect pest of 
Malaysian cocoa. The adult moth lays its eggs on the pods, and resulting 
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damage is caused when the larva bores into the inmature pod to feed on the 
pulp. Damage this season on some farms in Sabah has resulted in losses of 
as much as one half of the crop, while estimates for all of Sabah are 
placed at a loss rate approximating 20 percent. Borer attacks on mature 
pods usually cause little or no damage to the beans. 


MAJOR IMPORTERS 


U.S. imports of cocoa beans and products rose in volume by nearly 19 
percent in 1985 and were valued at $1.35 billion. Most of the increase was 
fran larger shipments of cocoa beans, chocolate liquor, cocoa butter, and 
sweetened chocolate. However, U.S. exports of these items were sharply 
lower. Imports from the Ivory Coast and Ecuador were up sharply, 
reflecting abundant supplies from their record 1984/85 crops. Shipments 
fran Ghana and Nigeria also were significantly above a year earlier levels. 


U.S. cocoa bean grindings, as reported by the Chocolate Manufacturers' 
Association and excluding one major processor, totaled 153,911 tons in 
1985, nearly 6 percent below a year earlier. Grindings for all four 
quarters were lower than their respective 1984 levels. With cocoa bean 
imports up and grindings lower, there was apparent replenishment of stocks 
last year. 


West German grindings in 1985 were at an alltime high of 206,806 tons and 
the Netherlands grind reached a record 167,353 tons. United Kingdom grind 
edged upward from a year earlier to 91,325 tons.
